March 1917 and was assig;ned to 
recruiting duty in the financial 
district of New York. 

The 2nd N. Y. Field ArtiUery 
was Federalised in July. 1917 and 
known as 105 Field Artillery, 27th 
Division, and shipped to "Dark 
Comers” and Spartansburg, S.C., 
where is received intensive train¬ 
ing in gunnery etc. Here the out¬ 
fit remained until May 20, 1918, 
when it was shipped to Newport 
News. In June 1918 it shipped 
aboard U.S.S. Madawaska for 
France and arrived at Brest July 
13, 1918. It left Brest July 15 for 
Camp De Souge, the French Ar¬ 
tillery School and for the Verdun 
Sector September 3, entering the 
front line north of Verdun on 
west bank of Meuse. It was 
withdrawn from the line and sent 
to Boise Le Ville October 2L 
again entering the front line on 
the east bank of the Meuse Octo¬ 
ber 25. 

Grevillot was in 
following battles: St. Michiel, Sep¬ 
tember 12-18, on the west bank of 
Meuse between Forges Creek, 
Slvery, Velolse and Breuilles, Sep¬ 
tember 26 to October 15, '18; east 
bank of Meuse. Northeast Con- 
senvoys, in the Boise De Chaume 
and Boise De Plat, Chene, from 
October 8-21, '18: Bourne De Cor- 
noquUler and Haraumont Ridge 
November 3 to 7; operations re¬ 
sulting in the capture of Ecurey, 
Reville, Etraye and Creplon, No¬ 
vember 8, ’18. Capture of Hills 
373-319 and operations against 
Cote De Romagne. Cote De Morl- 
mont and Cote Chateau, Novem¬ 
ber 9 to 11, '18. 

Comrade Grevillot received a 
commission as Sergeant shortly 
after arriving in France. He was 
assigned to duty as a telephone 
expert in the trenches and also 
as an interpreter. He received 
three citations for disting;uished 
service and was awarded the Vic¬ 
tory medal. 

When the Armistice was signed 
and peace declared he shipped to 
Brest, the point of debarkation 
February 24, 1919, sailing from 
Brset March 4, arriving in New 
York March 13, thence to Camp 
Mills, L.I. Comrade Grevillot was 
honorably discharged from ser¬ 
vice at Camp Upton April 3, 1919, 
and like thousands of other war 
sick benedicts, went and got mar¬ 
ried. "rwo fine children have since 
blessed the union. Af present our 
Comrade is assistant to W. R 
Humphries, local insuror "and 
realtor.” His known hobby is 
minding his own and Mr. Hum¬ 
phries’ business.

door commercial growers in the 
milder climates. Under proper cul¬ 
ture they will grow to a height 
of 18 to 24 inches, producing 
double and semi-double flowers on 
long stems. Bulbs are available 
after August 1st and the time of 
planting depends somewhat on 
soil and climatic conditions. The 
soil should be reasonably cool 
at planting time. 

Plant the bulbs, claws down¬ 
ward, two to four inches deep, de- 
jjending upon the texture of the 
soil (deeper planting should be 
in the lighter soils). They thrive 
in a well prepared soil, and if 
freshly turned and in a moist 
condition at time of planting, the 
! bulbs should not require watering 
until the sprouts appear above 
the surface. It is not considered 
necessary to .soak the bulbs be¬ 
fore planting, being more desir¬ 
able for them to absorb their 
moisture gradually. 

A sprinkling of bonemeal cov¬ 
ered with a layer of sand makes 
a very good base for Ranunsulus 
bulbs, and this should be about 
an Inch beneath the bulbs. Avoid 
deep cultivation. In fact, it is well 
to firm the soil, especially at 
blooming time. Al.so avoid exces¬ 
sive moisture during the growdng 
season, but as blooming time ap-

CITRUS CROP 
BRINGS STATE 
$ 100 , 000,000 


Faced with a citrus crop so 
large that it w'ould have meant 
disaster a few years ago. Cali¬ 
fornia citrus growers made a re¬ 
markable record by obtaining 
$99,500,000 for one of the biggest 
crops in the history of the indus¬ 
try, accroding to the annual re¬ 
port of Paul S. Armstrong, gen¬ 
eral manager of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange. 

The report pointed out that the 
combined -supply of citrus fruits 
from all sources was aproximate- 
ly 48 per cent greater than last 
year and 6 per cent in excess of 
the previous maximum supplies of 
1928-29. Over 167,00 cars of cit¬ 
rus fruits were consumed by the 
American public during the 1930«' 
31 sea.son, compared with 113,000 
cars in 1929-30 and 158,000 in ■ 
1928-29. 

In the report Mr. Armstrong 
stressed the fact that present con¬ 
ditions demand even greater co¬ 
operation on the part of all Cali¬ 
fornia citrus growers. With the 
marketing information and other 
data that it would be possible to 
obtain with a larger percentage' 
of the crop in one organization, 
the problems of the coming sea¬ 
son and of the future could be 
successfully met. 

Total shipments of oranges, 
lemons and grapefruit from Cali¬ 
fornia exceedeti SS-iKK) cars, the 
report disclosed. Of this total. 64,- 
625 cars were oranges, 16.759 
were lemons and 2115 were grape¬ 
fruit.

Growers shouid make it a rule 
to give a thorough irrigation over 
as near one hundred per cent of 
the soil as possible and if, by the 
first of December, the ground has 
dried out a foot or so, another 
irrigation could well be applied. 
This keeps practically all of the 
roots in a functioning condition, 
which is a decided advantage 
when the dry winds are blowing. 

Trees may have 75 per cent of 
their roots in wet soil and func¬ 
tion very well during normal 
times, but when hot, dry winds 
come on, the transpiration from 
the leaves is so rapid that 75 per 
cent of the roots cannot take care 
of a hundred per cent leaf area 
working at full capacity.

It was 
brought to Sierra Madre by 
Miss Louise Henderson and is 
a prime favorite here with all 
who have tried It now while 
hams are so reasonable in 
price. This Is the method: 

Rub the ham thoroughly and 
put to soak in cold water for 
12 hours or over night. Then 
cover with cold water and put 
on to boil. Bring to a boll over 
a slow fire and cook slowly 
until the bone Is loose. (20 
minutes to the pound Is about 
the length of time required.) 
Then remove from the fire and. 
let stand In kettle until it is 
cool-over nigTit or half a day. 
Put In a baking pan and re¬ 
move the skin and extra fat, 
being careful to keep the shape. 
Make a stiff batter of flour 
and water and cover the top. 
Set In the oven and bake slow¬ 
ly for two hours. Then remove 
batter and with a knife make 
slight Incisions all over the 
ham and sprinkle first with 
brown sugar, about one table¬ 
spoonful, then sprinkle thor¬ 
oughly with black piepper. 
Make a dressing of grated 
bread or crackers, a little 
onion chopped fine, a table¬ 
spoonful butter, pepper, salt 
and mix with one egg and a 
little water. Cover the top with 
this dressing and put in oven 
just long enough to brown 
nicely. Serve cold.
